While opposed to through routing the rail- 
road men said they were willing to elevate 


one track over another at the Fifth avenue 
junctions, so that the delay of switching may 


be eliminated. 


How Plan Would Work. 

Mr. Arnold, the city’s special. engineer, 
reviewed the plan for such an arrangement 
which he submitted to the transportation 
This involves the ele- 
vation of the Oak Park line over the outer 
track of the loop at Lake street and Fifth 


avenue to connect with the inner track and 


the elevation of the outer track over the 
Metropolitan junction at Fifth avenue and 
Van Buren street. 

Under this arrangement the Lake street 
and Metropolitan trains would occupy the 


inner track of the loop and the Northweat- 


ern and South Side trains the outer track. 


The direction of all the trains on the loop 


would be the same—to the left~es is the 


case at present with the Metropolitan-and 


South Side trains. To accomplish this the 
Northwestern would be obliged to change the 
routing of its trains from the left hand to 
the right hand track. 


Would End Switching Delay. 

As explained by Mr. Arnold this plan would 
remove all cause for delay in switching and 
trains coul@ keep moving as fast as the 
capacity of the tracks permitted. 

Under this plan and with the platforms ex- 
tended as the company desires to do, it is 
claimed the capacity of the elevated loop 
would be increased not less than 40 per cent 
in the number of passengers handled, but 


that the danger of overcrowding both en } 


platforms and cars would be eliminated. 

It was finally agreed that Engineer Arnold 
should confer with the railroad engineers, 
who think the outer tracks should be ele- 
yated. Mayor Dunne said the city would 
make any reasonable concession that woukl 
not interfere with eventual through routing. 

The Arnold through routing plan is to have 
the Northwestern and South Side lines inter- 
change traine, using the east and north sides 
of the loop northbound and the west and 
south sides southbound. Similarly the Lake 
street and Metropolitan lines would inter- 


change trains. 


Platforms to Be Lengthened. 

The presidents evincéd their eagerness to 
obtain permission to lengthen the loop plat- 
forms and Mayor Dunne said this conces- 
sion would probably be granted by the city 
in case the roads carry out the suggestions 
for the elevated junctions. 

The mayor said that universal transfers 
should be made 4 part of whatever arrange- 
ments finally are ratified for relieving the 
loop congestion. The presidents promised 
the mayor that they would add more guards 
to the loop platforms to prevent dangerous 
overcrowding. 

As a means of relieving the congestion Mr. 
Arnold dwelt on the necessity of all the roads 
utilizing to the full extent their stub end 
terminals. It was proposed that the North- 
western build a stub end terminal in Kinzie 
and Dearborn streets, crossing the river on 
the new bridge and stopping at Lake street. 


To Renew War on Noise. 

The Loop Protective association was also 
busy during the day with its annual meet- 
ing in which the congeation question was 
discussed. The opposition to the lengthen- 
ing of the platforms will be continued, and 
Mayor Dunne will be asked to take steps 
to secure an abatement of noise on the loop. 

The council committee on local transpor- 
tation will meet this afternoon to consider 
the traction ordinances, but the valuations 
of the properties as placed by the city ez- 
perts will not be ready.

Auto a Bone of Contention. 

Since Mrs. Carter and Miss Munro parted 
company in July, just after the actress had 
turned a little picnic trip with Miss Munro 
and a number of friends into her honeymoon, 
there has been great contention between the 
two as to the ownership of an automobile, 
which is charged up to Miss Munro on Mrs. 
Carter's bill, Mr. Clark said he had fre- 
quently tolé Mrs, Carter and her son Dudley 
if they thought they owned the machine they 
ought toreplevintt. . 

‘“‘ Dudley Carter tried to get the machine by 
underhanded means several times while Miss 
Munro had it at Monmouth Beach last sum- 
mer,” said Mr. Clark. ‘One time he went 
down there at 4 o'clock In the morning and

Attorney Charges Suit to Spite. 

Speaking in a general way of Mrs. Carter’s 
claims against Miss Munro, Mr. Clark said: 

“ These’ proceedings simply have been 
brought for the purpose of belittling Miss 
Munro in the eyes of the public. When 
her attorneys told me some months ago Mrs. 
Carter had a claim against Norma, I asked 
them to sue for it at once, if they thought 
they had a case. Miss Munro was at her 
summer home, Monmouth Beach, all sum- 
mer long, and they had plenty of chances, 
But, no; they waited until she sailed for wu- 
rope last October with her cousins, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Goodspeed, and then they start- 
ed the suit.” 

In the attachment proceedings before Jus- 
tice O’Gorman in the. Supreme court this 
afternoon Mrs. Carter made affidavit that 
she has tried to secure an adjustment of her 
claims, and her attorneys had conferences 
with Miss Munro’s attorneys for several 
months without being able to effect a set- 
tlement.

Rosereau, which was 
revealed only at the death of the famous 
novelist, The childrem are belng reared by 
Mme. Zola, who expresées especial gratifica- 
tion at the fact. that the boy has decided to 
adopt a technical profession instead of trying 
te emulate his father in the field of letters. 


The strange romance in the life of Zola, 
which ority bis death revealed, haé had few 
counterparts in modern times. It was a 
romance. in which all defied the law and the 
conventionalities of society. And yet it had 
the sanction of Zola's wife. 


Mysterious Woman in Black. 
When Zola died a mysterious yelled woman, 


“accompanied by two children—a boy aged 13 


and a girl aged 5—appeared at his home and 
wept beside his coffin: } 

, On the day of the -furieral, when, the pro- 
cession wended its way through the streets, 
followed by a great concourse of mourners, 
the thousands who stood with uncovered 
heads along -the ‘route looked with wonder 
at a woman in black, heavily veiled, who 
walked by. the hearse, leading two children 
by the hand, all the way to the cemetery. 
When the mourners had departed the veiled 
woman and the children went to the grave 
and prayed. ' 

When Zola’s will was opened and read the 
mystery of the velled woman and the two 
children was solved, for Zola had acknowl- 
edged the chilaren as his own and made 
ample provision for them as wéll as for their 
mother. 

Afterwards Paris learned with astonish- 
ment that Zola’s widow had taken the chil- 
dren to raise and educate as her own. 


Loved Wife and Mistress. 

Zola was devotedly attached to his wife. 
They were inseparable companions. It was 
to her that he looked for all his inspiration. 
It was to her that he turned for solace when 
exiled from France by the powerful enemies 
of Dreyfus. 

At the same time Zola loved Mme. Rosere- 
reau. She became the mother of his two 
children. She had loved Zola for years before 
she knew his real name. 

Mme. Zola knew of the intimacy between 
her husband and Mme. Rosereau and sanc- 
tioned it. When the first child was born to 
Zola by Mme. Rosereau Mme. Zola insisted 
that the mother and the child be invited to- her 
home. 

Then began the strange friendship between 
the two women. Mme. Rosereau and her chil- 
dren, of whom Zola was the father, were 
frequent visitors to Zola’s home. 


POPE FEARS PUBLIC CEREMONY 


Private. Consistory Yesterday Attrib- 
uted to Peril of Attack on His Life— 
He Prays for the Church. 


ROME, Dec. 6—At the consietory held to- 
day in place of the public consistory pre- 
viously’ planned Cardinal Samassa, arch- 
bishop of St. Rigonia, Hungary, who was 
present, although still suffering from iliness, 
received the red hat. The pahtiff greeted 
eighty-four bishops, including several 
Americans. 

It was asserted after the ceremony that 
Cardinal Samassa's iliness was merely a 
pretext to avoid holding a public consistory 
this morning. The real reason for the-change, 
it wae added, was that the vatican author!i- 
ties feared that an attempt might be made 
against the life of the pope at a public con- 
sistory. This apprehension was based on the 
bormb outrage In St. Peter’s Nov. 18, and also 
on the threatening letters recently addressed 
to the pope. 

In his’ allocution the pope said that every 
day the increasingly sad storm of vicissl- 
tudes is beating down on the church, involy 
ing great misery. 

‘More than ever, now,” the pontiff sald 
“the church can be compared with a ship 
buffeted by the waves in the midst’of the 
ocean. But our faith does not vecillatein the 
least. Indeed, we are more than ever sus- 
tained by our belief in the efficacious as-~ 
sistance of Christ, who, when the time to 
succor us comes, will rise and command the 
wind and sea to go down so that the perfeot 
tranquillity so much desired will beam on us.”’ 

The greatest comfort of Catholicism, a com- 
fort which is confounding the enemy, the pope 
added, was the “ singular concord which pre- 
vails throughout the . episcopacy, so fully 
united to’us. May God make all Catholics 
conform to these most brilliant examples of 
their pastors and follow their directions.”’

LIGHT ON ‘A DOLL SHOUSE 


IBSEN’S OWN THEORY OF NORA’S 
FOUND IN ODD COMMENTS. 


Great Dramatist’s Unpublished Pa- 
pers Reveal, His Views on Modern 
Society an Barden Imposed on 
Woman by Man’s Moral Law—Be- 
lieved System of Marriage iIm- 
posed Yoke of Siavery on All Men, 
and No Man Is “Born Free.’’ 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Selections from manu- 
scripts by Ibsen, which were not published 
at the time of his death, have just appeared 
and are arousing great.interest. They con- 
sist of preliminary sketches for several plays 
a speech on women’s rights, a number is 
aphorisms and poems, and a long note pre- 
fixed to the sketch ef *‘ A Doll's House,”’ or, 
as Ibsen at first apparently meant to name 
it, “‘A Modern Tragedy.”’ 

Problem of “A Doll’s House.” 

This note is in the form of fragmentary 

comments and stiows that Ibsen himself did 


not contemplate the possibility of Nora’s 
return to her husband. The comments, 


y which are of interest to all students of the 


drama, run: 

“There are two kinds of moral law, one 
exisiting for men anda quite differant one for 
women. Neither can understand the other, 
but in real life a woman is judged eccording 
to the man’s law just aeif she really wasa 
man. In this play the wife finally loses all 
sense of distinction between right and wrong. 
‘The conflict between her natural impulses on 
one hand and her belief in authority on the 
other brings her utter confusion. 

‘‘In our modern society, which is exclusive- 
ly male society, the woman cannot be true 
to herself, for society’s laws are formulated 
by men and, they judge, advocate, and crit!- 
cise ferninine actions from the man’s point of 
view. Nora committed a forgery. She was 
proud of it, for she did tt out of love for her 
husband and to save his life, but he clings 
with all the honesty of the ordinary man to 
the letter of the law and@ regards her action 
with a man’s eyes. She struggles with her- 
self—worm wood—a mother in our modern so- 
ciety—there are certain insects which die as 
soon as they have done their duty of propa- 
gation to their species. Love of life, home, 
husband, children, and relations.. Once or 
twice, womanlike, she shakes herself free 
from the trouble. Then the sudden return 
to fear an@horror. She must bear it all alone. 
The catastrophe approaches, inexorable, in- 
evitable—despair, struggle, the end,”’ 


; Says All Men Are Slaves. 

Among the aphorisms the following are 
characteristic: 

“> talk of ‘mén born free’ is a mere 
phrase. There is none suc h. Marriages, the 
relations of man and woman, have ruined the 
whole race an@ get om all the brand of 
slavery.’ 

‘* Modern-society is not human society, but 
merely a society of men folk.’ 

“ When friends of freedom seek to raise the 
position of women they first find out if public 
opinion—i. e., men's opinion—is in agreement 
with them. It is like asking wolves if they 
approve fresh measures of protection for

“Itisa pity our best thoughts occur to our 


biggest blackguards.’”

PARIS, Dec. 6—Count Boni of Castellane 
spoke in the chamber of deputies today dur- 
ing the debate on the Algecirastreaty. Half 
the members of the chamber of deputies 
abruptly left the house when the count as- 
cended the tribune. 

The snub was given deliberately in the pres- 
ence of the diplomatic corps and the entire 
cabinet. 

Count Boni stood, hands in trousers pock- 
ets, with a filppant smile on his face during 
the confusion occasioned by the withdrawal 
of more than 200 deputies. 


Boni Not Disconcerted. 


When quiet had been restored Boni ad- 
dressed the chamber, apparentiy not having 
been disconcerted by the rebuke: He was 
jauntily attired, wearing a lavender colored 
waistcoat, a red necktie, and he spoke easily, 
almost airily. He argued that France was 
continuing the policy of ex-Foreign Minister 
Delcasge, Which aimed at the conquest of 
Morocco. 

Then he took his seat, in the midst of a)- 
moet deathiike silence in the chamber. No 
one applauded him or repHed to him. He 
wae treated with contemptuous indifference. 


Jaures Opposes ty. 

The opposition to the ratification of the 
Algeciras treaty wa@ more apparent than 
real. M. Jaures, the socialist leader, eG the 
debate against the treaty. He contended that 
France was embarking on a dangerous ad- 
venture im order to suppress anarchy, and 
might be drewn into a military expedition 
which would mean nothing less than a 
masked conquest of Morocco. ° 

Continuing M. Jaures insisted that the pro- 
ceeding was irregular, and that in his opin- 
ion the Swiss inspector general should com- 
mand the intervening forces, as provided: by 
the Algeciras convention in the case of the 
international police. Besides, M. Jaures 
pointed out, the governmental! situation in 
Spain was so uncertain that France at any 
moment might be left tn the lurch. 


Sees Danger to France. 

The Chauvinists in Great Britain, conclud- 
cluded Jaures, were pushing France on, and 
who would guarantee the support of Great 
Britain if France is caught in the Moroccan 
trap? France should not permit herself to 
be dragged into danger. Her work of assur- 
ing social justice shoald not be compromised 
by a Moroccan intrigue. 

Then Foreign Minister Pinchon read the 
text of the agreement with Spain and ex- 
plained the situation so satisfactorily that 
Jaures withdrew all his objections. The 
chamber passed a vote of confidence in the 
ministry, 457 yeas to 56 nays, and ratified 
the Algeciras convention by unanimous vote.

We don’t know how we are 
going to live. Does the government want us to 
Gie? God put us on earth to live and gave us the 
moose, deer, and fish to use in making our living. 
He gave us the moose and deer to eat and the 
hides to make mocassins to use and to sell to make 
a living for our children. God also gave us the 
forest and ali the timber to sell and make a living 
for our ehildren.

Borrowed $15,000 from Waters- 
Pierce waldo, but Denies Wrong. 


Austin, Tex., Dec. 6.—Unitea States Senator 
Bafley; who is here from Washington, D. C., 
to answer the charges made by Attorney 
General Davidson of Texas that he received 
money from both the Waters-Pierce and 
Standard Ot] companies, through President 
H. C. Pierce of the former company, for se- 
curing the readmission of the Waters-Pierce 
company in this state, tonight gave out a 
statement going minutely into the matter.

Brazil at $150,000 a year for monthly service 
and twice that amount for fortnightly #erv- 
ice. When Gen... Grosvenor gets through 
juggling with his amendments it will be 
found almost certainly that he has increased 
the subsidy for these epecified lines by from 
25 to 50 per cent. 

Practically speaking, the scheme of com- 
promise as developed thug far is for a series 
of mail subsidies sufficiently large to induce 
the people to establish regular steamship 
lines to the countries to the south of us on 
the basis suggested by Secretary Root in his 
Kansas City speech. In this form the snb- 
sidy may be a bad thing, and it is quite possi- 
bly is, but it is not anywhere near as bad 
as the original Gallinger subsidy: bill which 
wes abandoned at the meeting of the mer- 
wham marine committee today. 


Contracts Short at First. 

When these newly eStablished steamship 
lines have been run a year or two and trade 
does not justify their continued existence 
they almost surely will demand an increased 
subsidy to make up for the loss of ordinary 
commercial income. That isa danger which 
most people understand; but, on the othe 
hand even strong opponents of the ship sub- 
sidy are inclined to see in this compromise 
a basis of agreement by which the country 
may make a preliminary trial of the idea of 
subventions for ocean going steamships. 
The disposition in congress is to make the 
time of contracts as short as can be ar- 
ranged for, so that if the subsidy scheme 
proves to be a failure it can be abandoned 
without difficulty. 

Inasmuch as the general subsidy provi-. 
sions of the senate bill have now been aban- 
doned and only the mall subsidy sections aré 
to be reported to the house, it is probable 
that something will have to be done to 
strengthen the compromise bill so as to reg- 
ulate in some way the amount of cargo these 
ships shall carry in addition to mails. When 
the old subsidy schemes were before the 
senate years ago, provision was made for 
extraordinary payments to ocean “ grey~ 
hounds of American lines. When people be~ 
gan to realize that these steamships carried 
scarcely a pound of cargo and depended en- 
tirely upon transatlantic passengers, who 
paid large sums for, their accommodation, 
there was a wave of opposition to the pro- 
posed subsidy which caused it to be modified 
first and then withdrawn entirely. 


Compromise Is Probable. 

The senate bill paseed last ‘year proposes 
a gratuity to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company without the slightest regard to car- 
goes carried. The Pacific Mafl is not one 
of the lines mentioned in the compromise 
measure, although it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the senate will look out for that 
corporation when the differences between 
the two houses are finally adjusted in confer- 
ence. 

The present opponents of the subsidy in 
the house, believing a compromise is likely 
to be passed and willing to accept such gen- 
eral surrender on the part of the subsidy 
boomers, will confine their attention to see- 
ing that the compromise mail: lines are also 
required to make some provision for cargo 


carrying, so ag, to develop American com- 
merce, if it cai be done, rather than the de- 
velopment of ghere communication by letter 
between the North and South Americas con- 


tinent. 


INDICTED UNDER PEONAGE ACT 


Florida Men Accused Are Victims of 
Action by Federal Grand Jury 
at Jacksonville. 


Jacksonville, Fila., Dec. 6—The federal 
grand jury today returned a true bill agatnst 
E. J. O’Hara for carrying a white man away 
from Jacksonville with intent to hold him 
as a slave. Under this indictment the gov- 
ernment has only to prove that the man was 
held at labor against his will. Under the 
peonage indictments, they must prove that 
the man was held for debt. 

The grand jury returned four indictments 
against O’Hara charging peonage and one 
for conspiring with other persons to hold 
a man in slavery. 

Among the alleged conspirators against 
whom indictments were returned was 8. 8. 
Schwarz, the New York labor agent ' who 
sent the man here. The man held in alleged 
slavery is Franz Nebel, a German Jew.

Question Propriety of Treaty. 


Secretary of State Root is about to nego- 
tiate a treaty: with Great Britain which will 


specify the amount of water the drainage 


Many able } 
lawyers in.and out of congress do not con- 
cede to the general government the right to 
negotiate such a treaty, holding that Lake 
Michigan is not within Canadian jurisdic- 
tion and that Great Britain consequently 
should not be consulted as to the disposition 
of its waters. 

Mr.* McCormick said tonight that Chicago 
was united in its purpose to’ provide ade- 
quate facilities for the removal of its sewage 
and the protection of health.

-In a letter to the senator, the 
secretary of the league stated that “ the sub- 
ject of the resolution has been agitated dur- 
ing the last two years and business interests 
all over the country, as well as the governors 
of some of the states, have indorsed the prop- 
osition of a single term for the president and 
vice president.”’ 


COASTING TRADE BILL BEATEN. 


House Defeats Measure to Remove Dis- 
eriminations Against Sealing Ves- 
sele—Labor Influence Charged. 


Washineton. D. C., Dec. 6.—The house, by 
a vote of 110 to 164, today defeated the bill of 
Representative Littlefield of Maine, remov- 
ing discriminations against American sail- 
ing vessels in the coasting trade. 

The debate raged for four hours and a 
balf, a score or more of ee noe par- 
ticipating in the discussion. be result of 
the vote was a surprise to the friends of the 
measure, who openly charged its defeat to 
the American Federation of Labor.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 6—Justice Harian of 
the United States Supreme court has fol- 
lowed his verbal declination to be a candi- 
date for governor of Kentucky by a letter to 
his former partner, A. E, Wilgon of this city, 
explaining his reasons for not being willing 
to make the race. The letter follows: 

The talk in Kentucky about my becoming «a 
candidate for governor embarrasses me no Iittle, 
although the numerous and cordial ‘expressions of 
good will and confidence which have conte to me 
from persons of my old home of different political 
faiths are om every account most gratifying. They 
are highly prized. Of course it should be deemed 
@ great honor to be governor of a state which 
has given to the country Lincoln, Clay, Crittenden, 
and many others in al) the ranks of life whohave 
rendered distinguished public service. Particularty 
it would be a pleasure once again to traverse the 
old commonwealth and look Into the faces of the 
people who have been kind to me and for whom 
I naturally have the greatest affection. 

But I prust forego the honor which partial friends 
desire to bestow upon me.’ To give ho other reason, 
@ conclusive one for this course is that @ canvass 
of the state, according to the Kentucky fashion, 
and Gf elected) the discharge of the duties of the 
office of governor for four years would, I fear, too 
severely tax the strength and vitality of one who, 
although now in the enjoyment of excellent health, 
will, if he Hves until the first day of next June, be 
74 years of age. Please, therefore, as opportunity 
may be presented, inform my Kentucky friends 
that they must not think of me In connection with 
political station. I feel grateful for the pleasant 
things they say of me, but ft is inrpossibie to meet 
their wishes in this matter.

Hot Words in Charter Convention 
Over Minor Officers of the 
Municipal Court. 


“ Political cowards” was the epithet ap- 
plied to the Circuit and Superior court judges 
‘by George E. Cole in the charter convention 
yesterday when the question of having the 
chief bailiff-and chief clerk of the Municipal 
court appointed by the judges of that court 
was under consideration. 
* Mr. Cole opposed the proposition, which 
finally was defeated, and in doing’ so he 
confessed himself to be the repository of a 
number of heated opinions on the subjects. 
“I don’t want anything that has the name 
of judge to have the appointing of anything,”’ 
he said. “I believe them individually to be 
high minded and honorable gentlemen, but I 
- wouldn't trust them collectively to appoint 
the man who takes dogs to the pound.”’ 
There was a division on this subject in that 
tt of the convention known as the “ up- 
lift.” The“ line of cleavage,” as itis known 
in uplift circles, had Walter L. Fisher on 
one side and Mr. Cole on the other. 


Started Innocently by, Fisher. 

Mr. Fisher drew fire from Mr. Cole by ex- 

ining earnestly and vehemently his opin- 

on that the interference of national parties 

“he municipal affairs could be stopped, among 

other ways, by withdrawing from the num- 

ber of elective offices as many as could be 
made appointive. 

The direct proposition on which the dis- 
cussion arose was to give the judges of the 
Municipal court the authority to appoint the 
chief bailiff and the chief clerk of that court. 

When Mr. Fisher had finished his remarks 
Mr. Cole arose and said that he desired to 
relate a little experience of his in order that 
the *‘ rosy haze in which the eloquence of the 
gentleman who has just spoken has envel- 
oped the convention may be dissipated.” 


Cole Swings Into Action. 

“TI agree with the principles which Mr.

SIVE GAUSES OF TRUANCY 


FIVE SPEAKERS AT CONFERENCE 
ASSIGN FIVE REASONS. 


Mrs. Elia Flags Young Thinks Desire 
ef Child te Become Part of World 
and Longing for Concrete Things 
Explains Delinquency — Orville E. 
Bright Says It Is Due to Lack of 
Proper Surroundings in the School) 
Room and on Piay Ground. 


Five speakers at the first session of the 
truancy conference, called by the board of 
education and held in the Art institute last 
night, gave five different reasons why tru- 
ancy exists in the public schools. The under- 
lying principle given for each of the reasons 
was Mack of interest on the part of the pupil 
for the school.work prescribed. 

The meetings will be continued for the bal- 
ance of the week, the session for this after- 
noon being at Hull house and tonight at the 
Art Institute again. Saturday night the so- 
lution for the problem, as compiled by the 
educators, will be submitted at a meeting to 
be. held at the Art Institute, and at which 
Judge Lindsey of the Denver juvenile court, 
Supt. Cooley, and Miss Jane Addams will 
speak. 

The meeting last night had to do with the 
cause of truancy from within the’ school 
and did not touch on the subjects of environ- 
ment or heredity, which will be taken up in 
turn. A committee on resolution and pub- 
licity was appointed by Judge Julian W. 
Mack, who presided, as follows: 

Miss Jane Addams, Mrs. Emmons Blaine, 
Emil W. Ritter, Supt. E. G. Cooley, and Chief 
Probation Officer Thurston. 


Child’s Ambition @ Reason. 

The causes of truancy. from the viewpoint 
of the teacher were outlined by three speak- 
ers: Ela Flegg Young, discussing it with 
ite relation to the ecurricylum; Orville T. 
Bright, to the schoolroom and school work; 
and Flora J. Cook,: to the teacher.- Mrs. 
Young held that the destre of the child after 
it attains a certain stage cf development to 
become a part of the world and for the con- 
crete things of Hfe make the course of study 
irksome She said: 

“This comes in stages. In the first grade 
the child follows its’ natural bént and is 
happy. In the second grade it is dissatisfied, 
and then there is a period of fair weather 
until it reaches the high school. I venture 


to say that all this fues about sororities and 
fraternities is due entirely to the desire on 
the part of the child for concrete things.” 


Urges Better Surroundings. 

Mr. Bright gave a list of betterments for 
the schoolroom which, fn his opinion, would 
reduce if not eliminate truancy. Thess 
were: 

Roomy schoolroom, not overcrowded. 

Perfect sanitary conditions. 

Attractive surroundings with pictures, plants, 
and the Like. 

Books and reading table. 

More play ground. 

“ These things will reduce truancy in chil- 
dren,” he declared, “and crime in adults, 
It is up to Chicago to decide whether it 


| would rather spend money for schools or for 


reformatories and penitentiaries.”’ 


Theorizing Does No Good. 

Mise Cooke holds that the child must realize 
that the work In sehool is worth while and 
that the teacher who is too weak or ignorant 
to kearn of her pupils’ needs is largely re- 
sponsible for the question. 

Supt. James P. Haney of the New York 
manual training schools holds that this spe- 
clalized work holds the solution of the prob- 
lem, while a fellow New_Yorker, Dr. L. H. 
Gulick, president of the \National Play- 
grounds association, declared that school 
athletics with class, not individual, honors In 
view will prove mighty factors in keeping 
both boys and girls off the streets. In his 
talk Dr. Gulick sald: 

“A new system has grown up within the 
last year in New York, where 410 men teach- 
ers staid after school instructing their pu- 
pills each day in the various forms of ath- 
letic games. Always before athletics and 
schools had been antagonistic, but here they 
were going hand in hand, and for a while 
the boys could not understand 

“The system put in practice was to have 
all the boys, say in the seventh grades of each 
school in the city, jump or run as the case 
might be. The records of the best 80 per cent 
im each room were kept and compared with 
the records of a Mke per cent in other schools, 
and the sthool that won the prize was given 
a plaque to hang on the wali and each boy of 
the team got a buttom 


Pupils Punished Truants. 

“You never saw such a change in the 
boys. They never were more regular in at- 
tendance and there are cases on record. 
where a boy who was a good jumper and 
would raise the average of the room was 
thrashed by the other boys because he 
‘played hookey.’. It made a school spirit and 
developed leaders Hesides giving every boy 
to understand that he was ‘playing the 
game,” as the phrase has it.”

“The 3,225 teachers who receive $50 ad- 
vance, an incredse of $166,250 a year,’’ he 
said, “must get their increases out of the 
educational fund. If teachers are not to be 
employed in the schools to 40 substitute 
work while th regular teachers are attend- 
‘ing normal aghool classes it will be neces- 
sary to employ clerks to do the clerical work 
of the principals in order that they may 
teach the classes. This plan of employing 
substitute teachers or clerks will cost the 
board’ at least $178,850 a year. 


Now a Deficit in School Fund. 


“At present there is a deficit of $350,000. 
The increase for teachers in the new schools 
will be about $60,000 and the natural increases 
in expenditures for educational purposes 
which will caused by the opening of new 
schoo! buildings will amount to at least 
$150,000. This means that the amount to be 
charged to the educational account for 1907 
over the amount charged in 1906 will be in 
the neighborhood of $900,000 or $1,000,000, 
The receipts last year were $6,317,000. The 
year before they were $6,414,000. 

“TI do not beleve that the appropriation 
for next year wil) be more than $250,000 and 
at the outside more than $300,000 more than 
it was last year. This means that next year 
the board will face a deficit of between $600,- 
000 and $700)000. I told these facts’ to the 
boaréd members; but it made no difference.”

YIELDS TO PUBLIC DEMAND. 


Promises Boulevard Improvement As- 
sociation of Thirtieth Ward to Open 
Fiftty-fourth Place to Traffic.

The Boulevard Improvement association of 
the Thirtieth ward won a victory yeeterday 
in ite fight to compel the Pennsylvania rai!- 
road company to open Fifty-fourth place to 
traffic at the elevation of the tracks near 
Shielde avenue. 

After a lively debate on the question at a 
meeting of the track elevation committee of 
the city council the association received the 
assurance from Frank J. Loesch, attorney 
for the railway company, that the improve- 
ment will be made without further delay. 

Thirty members of the association ap- 
peared before the council committee and 
made a final demand for the opening of the 
street according to the provisions of an or- 
dinanos passed in June, 1900. Gerald Barry, 
Father Flanagan of St. Ann's church, and 
others explained the necegsity for the im- 
provement to afforda crosstown thorough- 
fare for heavy traffic. 

At a former meeting of the committee an 
amendment to the ordinance, asking that the 
subway be constructed at Fifty-ninth instead 
of Fitty-fourth street, was presented. by 
representatives of the railway company, who 
claimed that the opening of the subway 
would require the construction of about 400 
feet of additionai track. Ald. Bradley, who 
accompanied the delegation of citizens, de- 
clared that the company made no objection 
at the time the ordinance was passed, and 
that the construction of a subway at Fifty- 
ninth street instead of Fifty-fourth would 
cause a great deal of inconvenience. After 
some discussion Attorney Loesch agreed to 
the demands of the citizens and the amend- 
ment was placed‘on file. 

A proposition was also made to the yail- 
way company asking it to construct su ye 
at Green and Peoria streets, and the matter 
was continued two weeks to await the final 
decision of the company.

FIRE DEPARTMENT DISCIPLINE. 

An inquiry before the civil service com- 
missioner shows an interesting condition 
of affairs in the fire department not tend- 


exist as to the probable future efficiency 
of that body, An organization that per- 
mits itgelf to be distracted by disputes 
and wrangles between union and non- 
union men, that is influenced by the wear- 
ing or the absence of a button, that as- 
eaulte with. words and blows those of its 
membership that do not subscribe to union 
requirements, and defends or refuses to 


tempt of obligations to the public sefffice, 
is not likely to attain a high degree of 
efficiency in its important sphere of ac 
tion. 

Chicago is not willing to accept condi- 
tione which prevailed in the old days of the 
volunteer fire department in some eastern 
cities, when one company wrangled and 
fought with another and was far more 
eager in. settling its private feuds and 
personal jealousies than in- arresting con- 
flagrations. In those lovely times tthe 
building net infrequently burned to the 
ground while the riva] companies fought 
for the possession of the fire plug. Busi- 
ness men, property owners, and taxpayers 
care nothing for the private animosities 
of firemen or for the throbbing questions | 
of unionism and nonunionism, The only 
union they récognize and pay for is that 
earnest and zealous union against the de: 
struction of their property by fire and for 
the ‘safety and welfare of the city. If in- 


is at once assured that the fire depart- 
ment will fall below a needed standard 
of efficiency. .

He has 
construed the laws more broadly than any 
of his predecessors in order to give relief 
when it seemed to be needed, and now 
recommends that congrese clothe the sec 
retary of the treasury with greater .pow- 
ers. If the secretary were armed with 
them, Mr, Shaw thinks, “no panic, as 
distinguished from industria] stagnation, 
could threaten either the United States 
or Europe that he qpuld not avert.” 


It would be flattering to American. 
pride to have the secretary of the treas- 


ury the financial autocrat of the world, 
able to hush storms and dispel clouds. It 
might be perfectly safe—Secretary Shaw 
thinks it would be—to vest so much au- 
thority in one man, but in spite of what 
the secretary sxys in support of his theory 
there are many who do not believe that 
the regulation of the money market should 
be one of the functions of the national 
government. They agree with Bagehot 
that the wisest thing for the government 
to do is to let the money market take care 
of itself. 

There ie still ample time for the public 
to consider the question of an automatic 
or an elastic currency. The president 
and the secretary of the treasury would 
like to have congress act now, but it fs 
not: Hkely to-do so. Nothing will be done 
at thie session. The question will be in- 
herited_ by the next congress, which will 
be much -pleased if the people shall indi- 
cate” betWeen now and next December 
what they think about the matter.

Her views are expressed as follows: 
“There ig no eubject taught in the ele-

“The work in beginning fractions in our 
school is based almost entirely upon the 
children's work in cooking. In measuring 
materials for their grape jelly, cranberry 
sauce, brown bread, and other articles of 
food which they were preparing for the 
colonial luncheon given at Thankagiving 
time the need for the knowledge of halves, 
thirds, and fourths of their cupe was sup- 
plemented by a necessity for learning the 
divisions of these parts and combinations 
of different values, 

“ At first, when working at his problemas, 
each child held his measuring cup in his 
hand; later many of the children represented 
upon paper or blackboard the operations to 
be performed, and some quickly learnéd that 
the quantities could be represented by eym- 
bolg alone, and referred to their measuring 
cups only in cases of doubt, or in proof of 
work when the results have been challenged.” 


Recent Problem Solved. 


One of the problems recently plaeed before 
the students 6f the seventh grade of the eie- 
mentary school wae to find out how much 
suger was needed to make jelly, and to solve 
the problem as to what difference it would 
make if varying amounts were used. 

Helen Griswold solved the problem as fol- 
ows: 

“Tf a pound of sugar costs 5 cents, a cup 
of sugar would cost 2% cents, and a half cup 
wquld cost 1% cents. We had one basket of 
grapes arid that cost 20 cents, and we used 
three-quarters of a basket, that cost 15 
cents; and for fourteen people it cost 15 
cents; and so one cup of grape juice would 
cost 2% cents, and one-half cup would cost 
1% cents. If I did not use any sugar my 
grape jelly would cost 1% cents." 

. Bam Goss Jr. produced the following result: 

“I started out to make grape jelly. I made 
my jelly without any sugar. I got my jelly 
and I put it on to cook. I cooked it until 
105° centigrade, I had one-quarter of a wine 
glass of jelly. One basket of grapes cost 20 
cents. Three-quarters of a basket cos> 16 
cents. My jelly cost 11-14 cents.”

THATION PI PILES OP TP WEALTH

SHOWS GAIN IN RICHES. 
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United States Greatest manmade Pow- 
er in the World—Per Capita Bank 
Deposits Show Steady Increase— 
Report Urges Plan te Secure Great- 
er Elasticity in Curreacy Through 
New Law Which Is Outlined— 
Would Benefit Every Citizen. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special. }—The 
annual report of William B. Ridgely, contro!- 
ler of the currency, made public today in 
addition to a mass of information about the 
financial prosperity of the nation, makes @ 
strong plea for a law that will insure an 
elastic currency. Following are extracts 
from the report: 

“The banking power of the United States 
in 1906, as represented by capital, surplus, 
other profits, deposits, and circulation of 
national and other reporting banks, together 
with estimated amount of funds of this 
character in nonreporting banks, is shown 
to be $16,462,470,465.| From the latest and 
most reliable data obtainable, the banking 
power of the foreign countries is estimated 
at $21,952,500,000. 


Steady Increase in Deposits. 

“There wes an increase in deposits in all 
reporting banks from $4,945,124,423, in 1896, 
to $7,238,986,450 in 1900, or over 46 per cent. « 
During the four years from 1900 to 1904 de- 
posits increased over 88 per cent; for the year 
ended June 30, 1905, the increase was 13.5 
per cent; the.increasge in the current year 
over 1905 was $865,000,000, or about 7.6 per 
cent. The ratio of increase in individual de- 
— from 1896 to 1006 was nearly 147 per 
cen 


“ Exactly 40 per cent of the cash in banks 
of the middle western states is in Illinois 
banks, Missouri and Ohio being next in order, 
w.th 17.6 and 13.4 per cent, respectively. 

“The average individual deposit in the 
United States per capita of population has 
risen from $65 in 1896 to $95 in 1900, $122 in 
1904, $136 in 1005, and $144 in 1906. 

“ The stock of money in the United States 
on June 30, 1906, amounted to $8,060,900,000, of 
which §2,162,000,000 was in coin (including 
bullion in the treasury) and $907,000,000 in 
United States notes and national bank notes, 
The coin, bullion, and paper currency in the 
treasury as assets amounted to §$825,400,000, 
the remainder, $2,744,500,000, being in circula- 
tion, The estimated population of the coun- 
try on that date was 84,622,000, giving an 
average circulation per capita of $82.42, 
against a per capita of $31.08 for 10056, and 
$21.10 in 1896.’’ 


Pian for Currency Reform. 

The plan outlined by Controller Ridgely. 
for an elastic currency is as follows: 

“ All national banks which have been ifn 
operation for not less t two years and 
which have an unimpaired surplus of not 
less than 20 per cent of their capital stock 
to be permitted to issue not to exceed 50 
per cent of the amount of their bond covered 
notes in notes uncovered by bond deposits. 

“ To protect these notes the banks tocarry 
the same reserve as against deposits in gold 
or its equivalent. [In reserve banks this 
would be 25 per cent and in ‘ali others 15 per 
cent of the outstanding notes. 

“ These notes to be further protected by 
a guarantee fund of 5 per cent, to be de- 
posited by the issuing bank with the treas- 
urer of the United States before any are 
issued.’’ 

Mr. Ridgely argues that to allow the banks 
to transform deposit credits into note credits 
and then meet the demand for crop moving 
funds without altering the total volume of 
credits would be of universal benefit. 


FAMINE OF $5 BILLS IS FELT. 


Measure Introduced in. Senate Aims to 
Relieve Shortage, Especially in 
the Middle West. 


Washington, D. C, Dec. 6—f Special. }]— 
Because of a shortage of $5 bills in the middle 
west—and, indeed, all over the country— 
Senator Cullom introduced a bill today for 
the repeal of that provision of the revised 
statutes which prohibits the issue or reissue 
of any national bank circulating notes ofthe 
‘denomination named to more than one-third 
‘of the amount of the total circulation. 

This law was passed in 1900, with the ez- 
press approval and in fact upon the sug- 
gestion of Senator Allison of Iowa, the fore- 
most student of finance In congress. The 
purpose of the law was to protect silver cer- 
tificates. 

Senator Allison's plan for keeping silver 
certificates: in small denominations was an 
excellent one, and the only trouble with it 
is that the limit of this form of currency has 
been reached... No more silver is being. 
bought, adhd it has therefore become neces- 
sary to furnish the means of putting out 
more small notes. Following out Senator 
Allison’s theory, however, the small notes 
ought to be greenbacks, which are not backed 
by anything at all except the credit of the 
government, and national bank notes should 
be for larger amounts, so that the banks will 
have to bear the first brunt of any panic 
rather than the government. 


THIEF STEALS A STREET CAR. 


Stranger in East Liverpool, 0., Collects 
Fare from Passengers in a Four 
Mile Run; Escapes 


East Liverpool, O.,, Dec. 6.—The police are 
looking for a stranger who stole a street car 
late last night, ran it four miles, and col- 
lected fare from all passengers, and then 
decamped.

“For the last few months the light re-
